FARWELL HALL. 
AN IMPROVISED MEETING. 

It was only Tuesday afternoon that the 
Republican County Executive Committee 
learned from Gen. Ben Harrison, then at 
Rock Island, that he would be here yester- 
day morning and speak to the Republicans 
of Chicago last evening. The turnout at 
Farwell Hall last night, in spite of this short 
notice and the inadequate advertising which 
the meeting received, was a sufficient index 
of the wideawake character of the Repub- 
licans of Chicago, and the very best evidence 
of the falsity of the charge, once made but 
now no longer heard of, that the Republican 
masses are cold and indifferent. Thenatural 
desire to hear from the gifted son of 
Indiana, especially in view of the 


} glorious victory in the Hoosier State last 


week, was an additional attraction, and 
in spite of the short notice the meeting was 
one of the largest and most enthusiastic ever 
held in this city. The stage was decorated 
with two large and several small flags, while 
the dead-wall at the rear was relieved by the 
portraits of the Republican standard-bearers. 
Gen. Harrison entered the crowded hall 
about 8 o’clock, accompanied by ex-Ald. 
Rawleigh, Chairman of the County Execu- 
tive Committee, the Hon. James P. Root, and 
the Hon. A. M. Jones, Chairman of the State 
Central Committee.

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND Fetiow-Cirizens: I 
thank you for this very cordial greeting to- 
night. and I accept it not so much as a personal 
tribute to myself as an expression of that glad- 
ness which you share with us from Indiana 
in our recent great victory there.

GENTLEMEN: I have listened carefully to what 
your sveakers have said.

problem was not solved. What is freedom with- 
out the intelligence to use it wisely? What is 
freedom without virtue and intelligence com- 
bined to make it not a curse but a blessing? 
You were not made free merely to be allowed 
to vote, but in order to ue an equality of 
opportunity in the race of life, and to stand

. GEN. BEN HARRISON IW CHICAGO. 

The appearance of Gen. Ben Harrison be- 
fore a Chicago audience last night recalls the 
fact that he, more than any other single man, 
was responsible for the nomination of Gen. 
Garfield last June. The consciousness that he 
was, in acertain sense, to be held to a strict 
account for that nomination by the people of 
Indiana spurred him to special exertions in 


the campaign just concluded. He stumped 


the State from end to end; met the cham- 
pions of the Democracy on their own ground, 
and helped very much to put the whole party 
to rout. As he took a good share of the bur- 
dens on himself, so he has been rewarded in 
the general distribution of praises. The 
only question concerning him now seems 
to be whether he shall represent 
Indiana in the United States Sen- 
ate or in the Cabinet of Gen. Gar- 
field, and the opinion of those who know 
him best, both at home and in other States, 
is that he would bef credit to his State in 
either capacity. 

The speech of Gen. Harrison last night 
was in some respects the best that has been 
heard in Chicago during the present cam- 
paign. It was thoughtful, earnest, and sin- 
cere. Gen. Harrison disdains mere artifices 
of speech or rhetoric.

The fact that the Republican party has 
united its fortunes with the prosperity of the 
country and that the Democratic party gains 
strength from the adversity of the people 
was well brought out. In 1876, when every 
political meeting was full of men out of 
work, Democratic speakers delighted to dis- 
courage their hearers and to drive the iron 
into their souls. These orators declared that 
they would get much worse before they got 
better, and the Democracy was the party of 
Discouragement. When Resumption and 
Prosperity came in spite of them and their 
wishes, they said the Lord broughtit. Mr. 
Harrison was willing to admit that the Lord 
did have a hand in it, but he believed the 
Republican party was the divinely appointed 
agency through which the Lord worked. 

Referring to the currency of the-country 
and the credit due the Republican party for 
devising and maintaining it, Gen. Harrison 
directed attention to the fact that it is the 
only paper-money this country has ever 
known which can command par in coin in 
Europe. The effect of the Indiana election 
on the price of Government bonds showed, 
in his judgment, how intimately the credit 
of the Government is bound up with the suc- 
cess of the Republican party. The speaker 
dwelt, also, on some of the more familiar 
aspects of the tariff question, and seemed. to 
have the entire sympathy of the audience 
with his views in this respect. 

But his discussion of the Southern ques- 
tion, trite as it is in some hands, was the 
best part of his speech. The country can 
survive, he well said, a revenue tariff; it 
can even recover from the use of a bad cur- 
rency; but itcannot permanently exist if it 
sanctions a polluted ballot-bex. As to the 
charge of sectionalism, Gen. Harrison said 
he had noticed that the party which now 
controlled most of the North, and 
promised to give the support of all the 
Northern States to Garfield, was proudest 
of the emblems of Nationality, and most anx- 
ious that the flag should cover the whole 
country. Landers challenged Porter’s asser- 
tion in the Indiana joint debate that “ This 
is a Nation.” Gen. Harrison said: “I donot 
believe that any man ever will be Governor 
of Indiana who does not know enough to 
know that this is a Nation.” 

The speech will be found in full in this is- 
sue, and it will repay a careful perusal. It 
explains and justifies the great popularity of 
Gen. Harrison in Indiana, and indicates one 
of the men in American politics who have 
very bright futures before them. 


SENATOR BAYARD ON GREENBACKS. 

An enterprising young Democrat, , who 
composes Washington letters for the Indian- 
apolis Sentinel, has divulged the particulars 
of a horrible conspiracy, deeply concerning 
the peace, welfare, and prosperity of the 
whole country. According to this young 
person, a compact has been formed between 
Gen. Garfield, Secretary Sherman, and the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the United 
States the purpuse of which is to demonetize 
the legal-tenders as soon as possible after the 
4th of March next. We presume that the 
juvenile correspondent is himself a party to 
the agreement. Otherwise it would not be 
possible for him, or anybody else, to have so 
complete an understanding of arrangements 
which from the nature of the case must be 
strictly confidential. The demonstration is 
complete either that the Supreme Court bas 
been in consultation with the Sentinel news- 
paper reporter, or that his aileged report of 
its intentions was pumped from his inner 
consciousness. 

The probabilities weigh somewhat heavily 
against the veracity of the Sentimel’s Bohe- 
mian. Time and place have been wanting 
for the formation of the conspiracy which he 
so minutely describes. The Supreme Court 
has been widely scattered, and, being three 
years behind in its business, has not had 
ample leisure to cook up plots or designs 
with Presidential candidates since the Indi- 
ana and Ohio elections, nor even to hew them 
out in a rough sort of way as works of the 
imagination. Gen. Garfield, who 1g not yet 
President, has been passing the period since 
said elections quietly at the little village of 
Mentor, O. He will doubtless be surprised 
to learn that, when he becomes President 
next March, “he will have the Supreme 
Court completely under his thumb.” The 
Secretary of the Treasury, also, may be 
amazed to learn that he has been colloguing 
with the members of the Supreme Court, and 
instructing the most dignified and learned 
jurists in this country or the world how they 
ought to decide great constitutional ques- 
tions. ü 

No man in the country understands better 
than Gen. Garfield the fact that the Repub- 
lican party is being carried into power on a 
tidal-wave of prosperity. No man should 
be better satisfied to leave well enough 
alone, or less anxious to take the responsi- 
bility of interference with the legal-tender 
currency of the people. Besides, the ques- 
tion before the Court is not political. No 
party advantage could be derived from the 
decision that the currency which the people 
find so good in practice is bad in law and 
theory. The Court has a simple legal propo- 
sition to affirm or deny, and Executive inter- 
ference with it could not be tolerated or en- 
forced. Nor could the execution of the man- 
date of the Court, when once given, be 
avoided, however much the Executive might 
be disposed to avoid it. Congress might get 
around it by new legislation, but the Presi- 
dent could only execute the laws as they 
should be interpreted for him by the Court.

Senator Bayard in the same speech de- 
elared that the Republican Congressional 
caucus at the last session of Congress sat 
down on his resolution to take away the 
legal-tender quality of the greenbacks, and 
resolved unanimously to let those Treasury 
notes alone both as to quality and quantity. 

THE DANGERS OF A CHANGE. 

The North American Review for Novem- 
ber contains a paper on the political situa- 
tion from a financial standpoint.” It is 
signed by E. D. Morgan, John A. Stewart, 
David Dows, and some twenty others of the 
most conspicuous merchants, and persons 
otherwise eminent in financial matters. 
Though the article is addressed to the peo- 
ple of New York, it is not of less interest to 
the people of all the States, for all alike are 
concerned in taxation, and in the mainten- 
ance of public credit. The paper is concise 
in its statements of facts, which it presents 
in the fewest possible words, as, for instance, 
the following: 


Twenty years when the debt of the United 
States was only $1.91 per capita, the Govern- 
ment borrow with some difficulty, $1,500,000 
at 12 per cent interest. Last Aa the 
dobt of the United States was .42 per capita, 
in a single day $194,000,000 was offered to the 
Government at 4 per cent, when it needed and 
accepted only ' Under the latest 
Democratic Administration the public debt was 
more than doubled during four years of peace, 
and United States 6 per cents sold at 9 in De- 
cember, 1860. Within the last four years the 
public debt has been reduced $183,815,162, or 
nearly six times the entire debt in 1 and 
United States 4 per cent bonds have sold at 110%. 


Who own the National bonds, and who are 
to be affected by any disturbance of them? 
The men of great wealth have long since 
ceased to be the exclusive holdersof the 
public debt. In that debt is now invested 
the spare money, the hard-earned savings, 
the little accumulations, and the sole depend- 
ence in the future of millions of persons and 
families. Here are someof the enumerations 
of the persons oWning these bonds: There 
are 58,000 persons holding registered 4 per 
cent bonds; and at least 150,000 persons hold 
coupon bonds. Each of these holders repre- 
sents at an average the surplus money of at 
least one family. 

The National banks own and hold $400,0 0, 
000 of Government bonds; these are the 
property of 208,000 stockholders; 105,000 of 
these stockholders do not own over $1,000stock 
each, and nine-tenths of the stockholders do 
not own over $5,000 each. The State banks 
have 580,000 stockholders, who own $7,750,- 
000 in National bonds. The life-insurance 
companies have 842.000, 000 invested to pro- 
tect the savings of 600,000 policy-holders; 
the fire and: marine insurance companies in 
New York alone have $68,000,000 in these 
bonds, invested for the protection of their 
policy-holders. The savings-banks repre- 
sent 2,268,000 depésitors, and hold $156,000,000 
of the National bonds. 

In all, there are not less than 4,000,000 of 
persons, representing 4,900,000 of famulies, 
interested personally or through corpora- 
tions as owners of bonds, and all of these 
would be directly and immediately affected 
by any disturbance or injury to the National 
credit. 

The effects of a change or serious dis- 
turbance in the National finances would be 
more sweepingly disastrous to business than 
even to the persons and fainilies directly in- 
terested in the bonds. It would affect di- 
rectly the wages fund by which every 
branch of industry in this country can alone 
be sustained. On this point this paper says: 


The disastrous effects of a serious decline 
would be far more extensive. By the corpora- 
tions mentioned about $2,000,000,000 are now 
loaned for the support of various branches of 
trade and industry—viz.: by National banks, 
$1,000,000,000; by State banks, $200,000,000; by 
savings banks, 000,000; by loan and trust 
companies, $65,000,000; by life-insurance com- 
panies, $200,000,000; and by fire and marine in- 
surance companies doi usiness in New York, 
$30,000,000. Shrinkage of public credit would in- 
volve a shrinkage of the assets of these corpo- 
rations, and a corresponding and possibiy sud- 
den and sweeping contraction of their loans. To 
merchants in their stores, to manufacturers in 
their factories, to workmen in their shops, and 
mills, and mines, the cousequences would be pot 
less disastrous than to the reluctant capitalists 
or lenders. Never yet has this country seen a 
financial revulsion as terrible and as far-reach- 
ing in its consequences as would now result from 
a collapse of that splendid public credit which 
wise legislation faithtul administration have 
for twelve years been building up and fortifying. 

Is this a time for change? Is this the 
time for the trial of an experiment that may 
result in a fin anekal prostration equal to that 
of 1873? Read what these New- Yorkers say 
on this point: 

We have entered u a period of hopeful 
activity in — wat in dustry. rade 
multiplies; manufactures start forward with 
vigor; labor rejoices in fair wages and full em- 
ployment. Yet we have but just emerged from 
a long period of disaster, in which the resources 
of ull were greatly strainea and the reserves of 
capital greatly exhausted. A year or two of re- 
building. restoration, and large outiays for the 
adjustment of business to new needs, me 
necessary after & prolonged prostration. There 
bas not been time, as yet, for business and 
industry, in their various branches, to get fully 
into condition for profitable work; much less 
has there been time for the accummulation of 
new reserves. Business interests are not pre- 
pared to bear another period of strain or dis- 
aster. They have just begun to thrive. A ro- 
action now, like a relapse from fever, would be 
more dangerous than original disorder. In 
1839, after one year of partial recovery from the 
comparatively brief prostration of IK. the 
country suffered such a relapse, and the terrible 
— r poe ape will not be forgotten. The busi- 
ness of this country is not in the condition to 
endure the enormous strain, the grave anxiety, 
and the of rolonged unce ty of a complete 

financial policy. . 


The “ Solid South” has little or no inter- 
est in the maintenance of the National cred- 
it. Nearly every State that was engaged in 
the Rebellion has deliberately repudiated 
from 30 to 80 per cent of its debt. It protests 
against the payment of the War debt, be- 
cause it regards that debt as the cost of 
“Southern subjugation.” It would gladly 
see the repudiation of the whole National 
debt, involving, as that would do, the finan- 
cia] ruin of every industry and production at 
the North. The change demanded by the 
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Democratic party is a change that threatens 
the integrity of publie credit and the value 
of every man’s investment, whether it be in 
a $50 bond, a $500 house and lot, or even an 
employment for his labor at regular wages. 
The danger is a common one, threatening all 
alike. 

THE DEMOCRATIC LEITER-WRITER. 

The author of Order No. 40” has become 
so impressed with his ability as a letter- 
writer that he cannot refrain from plunging 
into print. His half-dozen letters on the 
tariff, not counting those which have been 


intercepted and withheld by the National 


Committee, have, in his estimation, added 
immensely to his laurels. The Democratic 
Committee, however, has become satisfied 
that in letter-writing the military ought to be 
subordinate to the civil authority, and have 
therefore interposed. The New York Sun 
has the following advice to Gen. Hancock on 
the matter of his epistolary productions. 
Here is what it has to say to him: 


Much as our candidate excels in writing let- 
ters, we most deferentially advise him not to 
write any more. 
But if he does write any, let him inclose them 
with a $10 bill in a trans t envelope, and 
the Republican subordina in the Post-Office 
of this city will be sure to break them open, 
steal the money, and destroy the letter; so the 
contents will never see the light. 

Gen. need write nothing more on the 


tariff. 

Every one knows he is in favor of a tariff 
which will yield the utmost protection to Amer- 
— industries, and especially to the Democratic 
party. 

Gen. Hancock should devote himself to writ- 
ing his inaugural, and, even if it is never deliv- 
ered, the preparation of it will be a salutary lit- 
erary exercise.

KALAKAUA’S WOES. 

“Uneasy lies the head that wears a 
crown.“ Even Kalakaua seems to be no ex- 
ception to the rule. His far-away islands in 
the calm Pacific, supposed ſto be too remote 
from the mainland to be affected by political 
dissensions or intestine quarrels, have been 
rent with wrangles. His Cabinet has gone 
through a crisis as severe in its way as those 
which afflict bigger Kingdoms, His people 
have divided into factions. Pronuncia- 
mentos have been issued from the throne 
and denunciamentos have been hurled back 
by the people, and for a day or two it looked 
as if Harvey Colvin’s old friend might be 
boos ted off his throneand Queen Emma rule 
supreme, 

One side of the story is told by Signor 
Celso Cesar Moreno, Italian by nativity and 
Hawaiian by adoption, who seems to have 
been a large part of the fracas. Moreno went 
to the islands last November to accomplish, 
first, the establishment of a line of steamers 
between China, San Francisco, and the Sand- 
with Islands, and, second, the laying of a tele- 
graphic cable between the same points. He 
brought forward the steamship project first 
in the form of abill. It encountered strong 
opposition from the missionaries, who, ac- 
cording to Moreno, are land-grabbers and 
money-lenders, and by foreclosures have ob- 
tained possession of the most valuable lands 
on the islands. The missionary ring was 
backed by the American, French, and En- 
glish Consuls. Nevertheless the bill passed. 
Then Moreno introduced a bill granting a 
con ion of $1,000,000 for the laying of 
the ble. Kalakaua favored the bill, 
but the American ministers and the 
missionaries and the Ministry opposed it 
vigorously. The bill was defeated by one 
vote. Kalakaua rose in his wrath, prorogued 
his Parliament, and on the same day issued a 
decree dismissing his entire Cabinet. The 
next day he made a new one and gave 
Moreno the portfolio of Foreign Affairs. 
This action everything into a ferment 
of excitement. The missionaries conspired 
to inaugurate a revolution, but. aceording to 
Moreno, the natives and the Chinese re- 
mained loyal to the King, from which it 
would appear that John Chinaman in the 
Sandwich Islands is a different creature from 
John Chinaman in the United States, who 
cares nothing for its Government and is 
loyal to nothing but his Joss and his Em- 
peror. The American Minister refused to 
recognize the new Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and the British and French representa- 
tives took the same ground. Finally the 
American representative called upon the 
King and notified him that if Moreno were 
not dismissed he would break off diplo- 
matic relations between the United States 
and the islands. This scared the King and 
he weakened. He sent for Moreno and in- 
formed him that, though he was disposed to 
stand by him to the last, he thought he had 
better temporarily resign, go to the United 
States, and notify Secretary Evarts of the 
unseemly conduct of the American repre 
sentative. The agitation did not cease with 
the resignation of Moreno. The missiona- 
ries and other conspirators next demanded the 
resignation of all the others in the Ministry. 
They refused to go. Public meetings were 
held at which they were denounced, and the 
King was abused in no measured terms. 
Other public meetings were held at which 
Ministry and King were supported in their 
action. At last suspicious crowds began to 
appear in the streets, and Liliput was thor- 
oughly aroused. The King summoned his 
trusty volunteers, 150 strong, with four 
pieces of cannon, and posted them around 
the palace, and then made his appearance 
and delivered to them the following thrilling 
address: 


GUARDS AND BRETHREN IN ARMS: We are 
called at the present moment to resort to arms. 
I hope we may not be forced to use them. Our 
duty is to maintain the majesty of law and or- 
der. We donot expect to meet a disciplined 
force, but the mob and the rabble; but, never- 
theless, maintain discipline and do your duty. 
Our cause — just, let us be cheered by our 
ancient spirit of chivalry as of old, charging to 
the cry of Forward, brethren!” 


At this point Moreno leaves us in the dark, 
for he sailed away as soon as things began to 
look warlike. A gentleman from Hawaii, 
however, has informed the Alta California 
of the denouement of the comedy. The mis- 
sionaries and the foreigners at last induced 
the natives to join them, and they threatened 
in case Kalakaua did not recede from his po- 
sition either to put Queen Emma on the 
throne or annex the islands to the United 
States. Kalakaua thought the matter over 
and finally decided to dismiss his entire 
Cabinet. At last accounts he had 
appointed a new Cabinet, in sympathy 
with the people, and his subjects had 
him under good control, while Queen Emma 
was administering salutary discipline. He 
now denies that he authorized Moreno to 
make any statements to Secretary Evarts, 
and it is to be hoped this is true, for all his 
other troubles would be trifles as compared 
with those he will undergo if the Secretary 
opens up a correspondence with him. An 
attack upon the palace by the entire native 
population were less to be dreaded than the 
sesquipedalian pronunciamentos of Mr. 
Evarts. Poor Kalakaua has suffered suffi- 
ciently without having to face Mr. Evarts 
when the epistolary fit is well on him. 
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Wape Hamprow is likely to have more 
than one case of “honor” on his hands. 
“A Fool” writes to Inn Tamer that 
Hampton “ defrauded his creditors ” in Missis- 
sippi in a shameful manner.” But he goes 
farther than this. Hecharges the Senator (!) 
with the Kuilt of a confidence game more 
disreputable far than the “trick” by which 
the professional gambler robs the greenborn. 
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A fine picture this: Hampton presenting a 
draft for $5,000 on a merchant in New 
Orleans, and representing him as his com- 
mission merchant,” the draft being cashed, 
forwarded, and returned with the statement 
“no funds,” and the postscript from” the 
“commission merchant” that “he never had 
a transaction with Wade Hampton”! But 
this is only half the picture: The draft is 
presented at Wade Hampton’s house, and 
the banker is met in this style: “ You im- 
pertinent carpet-bagger, how dare you ap- 
proach a gentleman at his private residence 
on a strictly honorable [7] business transac- 
tion? I will call on you when I visit Vicks 
burg.” But he never called! And this is 
the man whose honah, sah, can only be 
satisfied by shooting John Sherman! With 
this sort of cattlg patience has ceased to be a 
virtue. If this trick had been played in 
Chicago the man (?) who played it would 
have darkened the doors of the Penitentiary.

ASHAMED OF HIS UNIFORM! 

„Thus the whirligig of Time brings in his 
revenges.” It is charged that when Gen. 
Hancock was in command of the District of 
Louisiana he laid aside his army uniform, 
“appearing in the streets and on all public 
occasions in citizen’s dress, giving as his rea- 
son for so doing, when questioned, that the 
people of New Orleans did not like to see the 
United States uniform on their streets. 

Did he doit? This is the first question. 
Some patriotic Democrat will indignantly 
deny that Gen. Hancock could have been 
guilty of an act so mean, and denounce the 
story as a campaign lie. But there is very 
strong circumstantial evidence in support of 
the charge. It came out in this way: A 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Press re- 
membered to have seen a poem on the sub- 
ject published at the time, and recalled a few 
lines of the rhyme. His communication be- 
ing published fell under the eye of the aughor 
of the poem, who still preserved the original 
manuscript of it, from which he made a copy 
for the Philadelphia Press, where it again 
appears. It may be assumed to be a fact, 
then, that in 1868 the people of New Orleans 
“did not like to see the United States uni- 
form on their streets.”” Why? Obviously 
because they were disloyal to the Govern- 
ment represented by the uniform. It is 
equally obvious that in stripping off his uni- 
form every time he appeared on the streets 
or in any public place Gen. Hancock gave an 
expression of sympathy with the feeling of 
disloyalty to the Government which he rep- 
resented. In a word, he was more desirous 
to defer to the rebellious people of New Or- 
leans than he was to maintain the honor and 
dignity of the Nation. In his tent or at his 
headquarters he wore the National uniform 


as a symbol of the power he exercised by 


virtue of the Constitution of the United 
States and his oath to supportit. But when 
he passed out of his tent or left his head- 
quarters he meekly doffed his uniform, in 
order that he might show to the people 
whom he was sent to govern that he had no 
more respect than they had for the blue 
clothes which he wore in tent and camp. Gen. 
Hancock is not a modest man. He strongly 
resembles in character the man whose 
name he bears, who was once dubbed Fuss 
and Feathers.” He is then proud, as a man, 
of his blue coat, brass buttons, and stars. He 
must, therefore, have been moved by a power- 
ful metive to strip them off when he ap- 
peared in the streets of New Orleans. What 
was that motive? Plainly a desire to please 
the Rebels of New Orleans. And it was as 
clearly wrong for a United States army offi- 
cer to defer to the feeling of disloyalty of the 
people he was sent to govern as it was for a 
people who had surrendered to the Nation he 
represented to indulge a feeling of disloyalty. 
The mere fact that Gen. Hancock stripped off 
his United States uniform whenever he ap- 
peared on the streets of New Orleans may 
seem a trivial thing. But when the motive of 
the act is considered it becomes a thing of 
some importance. To hate the United States 
uniform was avery disloyal thing in the peo- 
ple of New Orleans. Bat to defer to 
and nurse that feeling of hate was an 
infinitly meaner thing in Gen. Han- 
cock, who had worn the uniform, 
and been paid for wearing it, all his life. 
Judge, then, how powerful must have been 
the motive of the man who did this mean 
thing. Gen. Grant shows what Gen. Han- 
cock’s motive was. He tears open the uni- 


form with which he was so ready to trifle» 


and exposes to public view his heart, until 
the whole world is abie to see lurking there 
the ambition to be President t the Nation 
whose colors he stripped from his unworthy 
person whenever he appeared on the streets 
of New Orleans! 

Witn that fatal vote of the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1864 behind him, Gen. Hancock 
had constantly before him a vision of the 
Presidency. This distorted all his views of 
men and things. Doubtless he was blind to 
the terrible effects which were to follow 
his coquetting with the disloyal men of 
New Orleans,—the subsequent assasinations 
and massacres which disgraced Louisiana 
and the whole South. There was no prophet 
at hand to warn him, but his evil genius con- 
stantly whispered in his ear, The Presiden- 
cy, the Presidency! Had there been at his 
elbow an Elisha to say to him, as Elisha of 
old said to Hazael, “I know the evil that 
thou wiltdo unto the children of Israel; 
their stronghold wilt thou set on fire, and 
their young men wilt thou slay with the 
sword,” Hancock would doubtless have re- 
plied, as Hazael did, “ But what, is thy serv- 
anta dog, that he should do this great 
thing?“ He did it, nevertheless. He stripped 
off the uniform of the Government whose 
sworn servant he was, and sneaked out upon 
the streets humbly, leaving behind in his 
tent the insignia of the Nation’s majesty, 
—leaving it in obedience to the dictation of 
his country’s enemies! No explanation can 
rescue the act fromthe bad odor of mean- 
ness. Ashamed of his uniform! Ashamed 
of his country! The man who, under such 
circumstances, would tear the straps and 


stars of the United States from his shoulders 


is unworthy ever again to wear them, and 
ought to be broken of his commission. 


Normxd in Gen. Grant’s speeches and let- 
ters concerning men and affairs has vindi- 
cated his clearness and sound judgment more 
than his statement of Gen. Hancock’s char- 
acter.

All About a Plucked Rooster. 

The newspapers of Cleveland are engaged in 
a bitter contention over a plucked rooster which 
the Leader (Republican) sent to the Plaindealer

CROOKED GREENBACKERS. 


SOME OF THEM SELLING OUT TO THE DEMO- 
CRATS. 

There has been a movement on foot for some 
time among some of the members of the Green- 
back party on the North Side to get that organ- 
ization to officially indorse Perry H. Smith, Jr., 
for Congress, or to so work it, failing in that, as 
to win for him the votes of a number of the 
members of the party. Mention was made in 
yesterday's Trrscune of a meeting of the Central 
Committee of the Greenback organization at 
which a man bythe name of Gavin was ex- 
pelled on account of his, disioyaity to the party 
and his illicit, intercourse, with Mr. Perry H. 
Smith, Jr. It appears that before the Greenback 
Congressional Convention for the Third District 
was held, this man Gavin, together with 
another by the name oof Camp, and 
Philip Scanlon, were employed in Smith's 
interest. They called a meeting for the 
organization of a club. It was the intention to 
organize it so that it might elect delegates to 
the Greenback Convention in Smith's interest. 
Gavin spoke to some of the members of the 
partyin advocacy of Smith's nomination, but 
was not successful in seeuring any delegates for 
aim in the Convention. After the Convention 
wus held, and the regular Greenback candidate 
nominated, these men called another meeting in 
the name of the Greenback party, but refused 
to indorse its candidates or platform. Charges 
were then preferred in the Central Committee 
against Gavin, and Mr. Benjamin Sibley and 
two others were appointed a Committee of 
Grievances to investigate the case. Monday 
night the Committee heard the evidence in the 
case, which went to show that he had endeav- 
ored to induce two Greenbackers on the North 
Side to support Smith, and had asked one man 
to preside at one of these Smith meetings, 
telling him that there was money in it, 
and that he did not care for other considerations 
as long as he could get money. The Committee 
beard that a bogus Greenback meeting was to 
be held at 109 Chicago avenue, and they went 
over there and found that Camp was making a 
speech. He talked for about an hour and a 
quarter, and devoted the whole of his time to 
abuse of the Republican party and praise of the 
Democracy, but failed tosay a word in the inter- 
est of the Greenback organization.

rotted the joints at the points where the 
guards left the main deck of the vessel. 
AMONGST THE WOODWORK LYING ON THE 

SHORE 
are some very large timbers. One in par- 
ticular, a square pillar twenty or thirty feet 
in length and a foot square, was believed by 
many to be a portion of the hall, until an ex- 
perienced lake man showed that it was one 
ofthe main guards. At the same time this 
piece disproved a theory which some 
held, that inasmuch as the only tim- 
ber found was that of the ves 
sel’s upper works, it was very probable 
that they were cut away by the deck-hands 
when, the steam-power having given out, it 
became evident that the only chance of safety 
lay in cutting away the upper part of the 
vessel. This stout timber would have been 
one of the first to cut away, but it gives no 
sign of being touched by an ax. Its lower 
joint is clear, but the iron-work there is 
snapped clean across, while two iron bands 
of wrought metal, about three inches in 
width and fully three-quarters of an inch 
thick, were torn from their fastenings and 
bent in different directions.

IN AN UNPROTECTED HOUSE,

dence that no hope was left for the steamer. 


A gentleman had secured the gilded ball

THE THREE SONS OF CAPT. NAPIER 
came as far as St. Joseph gn last night’s 
train, and it was their intention to take a fer- 
ry-boat there and bring it opposit the harbor 
here and search for the missing hull, which 
many believe—although the wide spread of 
the vessel’s débris and cargo seems td dis- 
prove the theory—has sunk at no great dis- 
tance from this shore. They did not arrive, 
however, the heavy sea which still prevails 
preventing them from making the hazardous 
attempt. Still, the sea is not at all too 
high for a reguiar lake tug, and 
some surprise is expressed that no one 
interested in its discovery has yet sent a ves- 
sel to search for the hull. Just below the 
pier the afterpartof the second deck of the 
steamer is afloat, about thirty feet from the 
shore.

DESCRIPTIVE.

Graxp Haven, Mich., Oct. 2.—A heavy 
sea and strong wind still continues all along 
this shore. At Holland considerable freight 
and portions of the wreck are being washed 
ashore. The body of the woman washed 
ashore north of Holland yesterday, and re- 
ported to be that of Mrs. Newton Bradley, is 
not hers, but is now thought to be that of the 
ex-Stewardess, Maggie McConnell, whose 
friends live in Oconto, Wis. The following 
is a description of the body: Hight, about 
five feet; weight, about 150 pounds; between 
45 and 50 years of age; hair short, brown, 
verging on gray; nose flat; features full; 
looked like a foreigner: had on white chem- 
ise, red-flannel drawers, corset of gray color 
trimmed with white cotton lace, blue flannel 
underskirts and overskirt, and waist of 
black dress goods: around the neck attached 
toaribbon a scapuula; on the fingers three 
plain gold rings much worn, and one cameo 
ring with figure of dancer or piper in relief 
in white on dark base; in the pocket a 
purse with steel chain and trimmings, in 
which was a bunch of keys on two rings, 
consisting of pine trunk and other keys of 
various sizes, and one brass door-key, and 
$43.42 in money. Au inquest was held-this 
forenoon, which brought in a verdict of 
“Drowned and supposed to be from the A- 
pena.” The body was not identified, but it 
is almost certain from the letters and other 
effects that have come ashore that it is that 
of Maggie McConnell. 
IT I8 HOPED THAT THE FRIENDS 
of those who were known to have been on 
the ill-fated steamer will take pains to prove 
the identity of all bodies washed ashore as 
soon as possible, as the bodies will change 
very fast after being taken from the water. 
About eight miles south of here a handker- 
chief marked John F. Lusk came ashore 
with a package of letters and photographs, 
mostly addressed to Mrs. Maggie McConnell 
and postmarked Oconto, Wis. The photo- 
graphs number thirteen. Some were taken 
in Chicago, some in Oconto, some in Quebec, 
and others in Montreal. They are undoubt- 
edly the effects of the ex-Stewardess. At 5 
o’clock this morning the body of a boy about 
ll. years of age was picked up near the 
place where the letters came ashore. It 
was clothed in undershirt and vest or jumper 
only, and had on a life-preserver marked 
“Alpena.” He had light, short hair, blue 
eyes, was about four feet four inches in 
hight, and had a scar on the right foot. The 
body has been brought here, and is now in 
charge of Coroner Gray. A trunk filled 
with ladies’ and children’s wearing apparel, 
and one gentleman’s suit, was washed ashore 
about five miles from here this afternoon.

Company has opened it, and found it be- 
longed to Mrs. B. F. Sweet, of Braidwood, 
III.

The blow struck by the Alton in reducing 
rates to all principal points East from St. 
Louis and Kansas City at unprecedentedly 
low rates seems to have paral the 
Wabash, as will be seen by the following 
dispatch sent to Mr. Chariton, of the Alton, 
by Mr. George H. Daniels, General Ticket 
Agent of the Wabash, yesterday. forenoon: 
have notified your —— FP - ves bere 
and at Kansas City that we shall not meet 
the very low rates advertised by your road 
to-day to Eastern points. We have with- 
drawn from sale all unlimited tickets and 
are simply meeting you at Kansas City and 
St. Louis on Chicago business.“ 

Mr. Chariton at once answered Mr. Dan- 
iels’ dispatch in the following cool manner: 

“Much obliged to you. l am sure, for the 
information. What am I to infer from your 
anxiety to make these cases exceptional b 
volunteering such information? I thin 
you are bound in honor to keep your prom- 
ise to the public to make your rate $1 less. 

The Alton managers seem to be deter- 
mined to fight it out on that line if it takes 
them all summer, and they say rates shall 
not be restored until the unlimited tickets 
sold duri the last few days are all re- 
deemed. They also say they can stand this 
war any length of time, as they are 
really losing very little d it, 
their business having 80 ly 
increased. They were encouraged d 
the day in holding to their position as 
the carrying of the war into all the territory 
east controlled or reached by the Wabash. 
Two of the lines leading East from St. Louis 
requested permission to take part in the love- 
feast. promising to prorate with the Alton on 
any rates they might make to Cincinnati, 
Louisville, Indianapolis, New York, Balti- 
more, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, and all other 
important Eastern cities. One road leading 
East from Chicago is said to have also of- 
fered to prorate with the Alton at the cut 
rate to Eastern points. This aid will enable 
the Alton to keep up the fight indefinitly 
and will compe! all Eastern lines to take a hand 
in the game if they do not mean to be 
“scooped” by their competitors, who have 
joined the Alton in the ficht. 

Mr. Dantels’ dispatch shows that the Wa- 
bash has been outgeneraled, and that it has 
lost heart. Its anxiety to confine the war to 
the territory between Kansas City, St. Louis, 
and Chicago shows that its calculations in the 
first place were to strike the Chicago lines 
with its new Chicago extension in their most 
vital spots, and at the same time keep intact 
its business over the main line between 
Toledo and St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Omaha, thus advertising its new line with- 
out great expense. W hile it fully sueceeded 
in advertising its line, free of charge, 
it now finds the cost has deen 
tremendous, as its Chicago competitors 
did not only meet its 81 uction, 
contrary to expectation, but forced rates 
down to unprecedentedly low figures, and 
extended the contest to the Wabash’s main 
line, and beyond as well. 

The Wabash is now evidently ready to stop 
the war, and make an amicable arrangement 
with its competitors, and the latter would no 
doubt gladly enter into a fair and equitable 
agreement. But the puzzling conundrum 


now to be solved is, “ How to doit.” An im- 


mense amount of unlimited tickets have been 
thrown upon the market,—by the Wabash 
from this point to St. Louis and Kansas 
City, and by the Alton from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. As long as these tickets are in 
the hands of outsiders it will be almost an 
impossibility to restore rates and establish 
amicable relations between the vari- 
ous lines, and this obstacle no doubt 
was the cause of failure 
of the Presidents at New York to 
come to an understand yesterday. There 
seems to be butone wayin which the dif- 
ficulties can be surmounted, and that is by 
redeeming all the unlimited tickets sold dur- 
ing the war. The reports that large amounts 
of these tickets have been counterfeited will 
give them a good excuse for refu to 
honor the unlimited tickets sold during this 
trouble on the ground that conductors will 
not be able to tell the genuine from the bogus 
ones. The speculators who have invested 
their money in such tickets will, under such 
circumstances, be probably only too glad to 
dispose of their tickets. Of course, the hold- 
ers would have their recourse in the courts 
if they do not choose to accept the terms of 
the railroads, but there are hardly any of 
them that will be foolish enough to seek 
a lawsuit with a railroad company and spend 
ten times the amount their tickets are worth 
in lawyers’ fees. It is evidently the intention 
of the Alton to force the Wabash to 

an arrangement as that indicated above, by 
compelling the Eastern lines to join it in this 
fight. As these lines are not overanxious 
to squander their surplus cash in a fight of 
this kind, the Wabash will find itself unable 
to hold out very long gree the clamor of

YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 20,—A strange case 
of youthful depravity came to light here to- 
day. Eliza Sudds, 15 years old, a doméstic 
employed in the family of J. J. Crooks, of 
No. 18 Longwood avenue, was arrested for 
poisoning Mrs. Crooka, her 18 months babe, 
and Mrs. Gage, a nurse. Eliza’s home is in 
Ravenna, O., where she worked at the Com- 
mercial Hotel as chambermaid. She became 
intimate with a colored waiter named Wil- 
son. Four weeks ago both disap- 
peared. It has been ascertained that 
Eliza went to Milwaukee, and it is 
supposed Wilson went with her. Eliza 
returned here two weeks ago. Wilson’s 
whereabouts are unknown. The girl found 
a place as a domestic as above stated. Sun- 
day Mrs. Crooks was suddedly taken sick, 
and the babe about the same time. Monday 
night a physician was called who pronounced 
the case poisoning. The cause of the poison- 
ing is a mystery to the family. Mrs. Gage 
was called in as nurse yesterday, and this 
morning was taken with the same symptoms. 
Suspicion then fastened upon Eliza, and 
this morning she was detected by Mr. 
Crooks pouring a white powder into a cup 
of tea the nurse had poured out. He 
stepped towards her, and she qulekiy 
turned the tea into a pan of dish- 
water, emptied the pan and wiped it, but Mr. 
Crooks found in her hand a piece of paper 
with the advertisement of a drug store, 
the label poison?“ pasted on the back. He 
took Eliza with him to the drug store named 
on the paper, where the prescription clerk 
failed to identify her, butsaid that on Satur- 
day he sold arsenic to a woman who gave her 
name and residence. ren omg at the place 
given showed no such person lives there. The 
girl was taken to the Police Superintendent’s 
offi but while momentariy unwatched es- 
ca The police were notified, and this 
evening she was found at Newburg Station, 
ina train bound for pact! and she is 
now safely in prison. Her motive in poison- 
ing cannot be imagined. ‘lo-day, when she 
feared she was suspected, she packed her 
effects in a bundle, which she secreted.

THE BLIZZARD. 


Further Accounts 6f its Serious Hav- 
ages im the Far Northwest—Great 
Loss of Stock Reported. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 20.—Delayed mails 
and reéstablished telegraph lines bring ac- 
counts of very serious damage by the late 
storm in the agriculturial districts, especial- 
ly upon the frontier. The lateness of the 
harvest has exposed grain toinjury by bad 
weather, and the suddenness with which the 
storm broke caused unprotected stock to 
suffer seriously. A Mountain Lake, Cotton- 


wood County, special to the Pioneer Press 
says: 

Probably eight or ten inches of snow fell, 
which transferred itself jnto huge drifts larger 
than we had seen before for eight years. 
mercury was not low, but the suddenness of 
the change made frightful havoc with unpro- 
tected stock. The cattleof each neighborhood 
during summers are berded and guarded on the 

rairie together. Butfew of these herds had 

roken up, and many were exposed to the 
Storm. As tne roads are not yet broken, 
we have not been able to learn the 
sheep,

to death. Vegetables from the gardens 
had not been gathered. Lare quantities of hay 
in cock had not been stacked. nsiderabie cut 
flax had not been stacked, and even some late- 
sown flax had not been cut. I think full half of 
the thrashing has not been completed, ow- 
ing to the excessive rains before harvest most 
of the hay was cut very late. On the whole, the 
storm has been very disastrous, and oven though 
everything be favorable hereafter, bas retarded 
the movement of grain. trade, and collections 
fully one month, if not two. 

Another special, from Mitchell, Dak., says: 

The stage of Friday from Yankton reached 
here during last 2 — did several parties 
fromother sections of the country, who report a 
vast amount of suffering among the settieps 
from want of fuel and provisions, a great many 
being obliged to remainin bed to keep warm 
during the most of the storm. Reports reach 
bere that two men, employed on the grade 
thirty-five miles west, have perished. This, how- 
ever, is not well authenticated. One man was 
brought in with both feet frozen. 
ing the storm a large number of 
eattle were driven into the Jim River 
by the force of the storm. Out of one herd of 
160 head, 130 were drowned. Many small losses 
of this character are also reported. A short 
time before the storm commenced a flock of 500 
sheep was started for the Wessington bills, 
which is presumed to have been lost, as it would 
be utterly impossible for them to survive such 
a storm. It is estimated that snow fell to a 
depth of about six inches on the level. Drifts 
have formed here in town ten feet high, and the 
deep cuts along the road are filledfull. Such a 
storm at this season of the year is without 
precedent in this section of the country.

Live-Stock Diseases—Montreal and the 
Grand Trunk RBailway-—New Hail 
road Companies—Ministerial Changes. 

Spectarc Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Lonpows, Oct. 20.—Dr. Wilson, veterinary 
surgeon, has sent the following replies to 
questions addressed to him by the Agricult- 
ural Commission: The diseases wost prev- 
alent are, in horses, those of the digestive 
and respiratory organs; in cattle, diseases of 
the digestive and respiratory organs, and 
foot diseases. Sheep and swine are gener- 
ally healthy. These diseases have been fre- 
quent; but, when professionally treated, 
have generally terminated favorably. I at- 
tribute their occurrence to change of food, 
sudden change of atmosphere, over-exer- 


tion, etc. 
ing diseases among thoroughbreds: Heavy- 
draught horses are subject to swelling of the 
limbs, grease-heels, millanders, and sallanders. 
Short-Horns are more liable to tuberculosis 
than other breeds of cuttle, and the females 
of that breed to puerperal fever and apopiexy 
than other b 8. As wo the merits of On- 
tario as a stock-rais country compared 
with other countries, I believe it can com- 
pete fairly with ony other country within the 
scope of my knowledge. In warmer climates 
stock can raised more cheaply, but they 
are more liable to disease of a contagious

MONTREAL, Oct. 20.—A steamship has ar- 
rived here from Liverpool which made the 
round tripfrom this port in twenty-one days, 
including stops, being the fastest time on 
record.

Business Transacted at the Convention 
in New York. 

New Yorks, Cet. 20.—A Convention of Un- 
derwriters, representing companies from all 
parts of the Union, witlr delegates from En- 
glish and American companies, assembled 
to-day in the rooms of the National Board, 
Sowden Suewden Chairman. Snowden, on 
taking the chair, briefly stated the objects of 
the Convention, referring especially to the 
unfavorable legislation with which the in- 
surance interests had to contend. The Sec- 
retary read a list of sixty companies unable 
to send delegates, but expressing sympathy 
with the objects of the Convention. 

Committees were appointed and addresses 
made on Valued-Policy Laws and “ Qual- 
ified-Policy Laws.” Recess. 

After the recess Mr. Chard, of the Califor- 
nia companies, made an address on Co- 
Operation,“ which he supplemented by offer- 
ing the following resolutions, which were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Business: 

Wuereas, Of late insurance capital has 
been the subject of persistent, unjust aggres- 
sions, especially in the direction of hostile one 
unwise legislation, past and coutemplated; aud 

Wuereas. This interest has also suffered 
enormous loss by reason of a want of confidence 


and codperation betw underwriters, thus en- 
gendering reckless often senseless com- 

petition; and 
Wuaereas, The normal and material interests 
ively demand a stable 


of the country impe 
mdition of insurance capital; 


Resolved. That in the judgment of this Con- 
vention all who are in charge of insurance in- 
terests should recognize it as a personal and 
high public duty to eneourage by all possible 
fair means a spirit of fraternity and codpera- 
tion and unity of sentiment between all under- 
writers, to the end that public and private in- 
terests may be conserved and insurance compa- 
— themselves saved from impending destruo- 

on. 

Peter Notman, of Niagara, delivered an 
address on “The Situation.” and was fol- 
lowed by Samuel Blogden, of the North Brit- 
ish American, on “Incendiarism.” He of- 
fered a resolution, which was referred to the 
proper committee, that the Convention pro- 
nounces itself decidedly against the system 
of insurance profits as subversive and most 
destructive to the interests of insurer and 
insured. 

Mr. Driggs, of the Williamsburgh City In- 
surance Company, made some’ remarks on 
“The Prejudice of the Judiciary,” and Henry 
A. Oakley, of the Howard Insurance Com- 
pany, spoke on State Deposits.” 

Mr. Cowarden, of Richmond, Va., offered 
a resolution providing for the appointment of 
a committee to — as speedily as possible 
suitable laws fora National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

Alfred G. Baker, President of the Frank- 
lin Fire-Insurance Company of Philadel- 
phia, moved that the matter be referred to 
the Business Committee. 

Mr. Hope, of the Continental, hoped no 
action would be taken in the matter. There 
was a National Board at present in exist- 
ence, and they did not want two National 
Boards. He suggested that this body be 
organized into a permanent one, and that the 
Committee on Organization should report 
suitable by-laws and a constitution for its 
government at the session to-morrow.

The General Prosperity of the Country 
Affecting Property-Owners—Houses 
Full of Tenants—Capitalists Making 
Bullding Loans Freely, and No 
Change Wanted.

Charles 8. Peck, a real-estate agent. of No. 

8 West Twenty-fifth street, Who has been a 


| Democrat all his life until the present cam- 


paign, was called upon by a Tribune re- 
porter, and asked his reasons for leaving the 
Democrats and coming over to the Repub- 


licans. 
Reasons?“ answered Mr. Peck. “ Why, 


I came over to the Republican party because 
I believe in prosperity, and believe that that 
is the party to look to for prosperity. I came 
to the conclusion that it was the party that 
any man having business interests at stake 
ought to belong to. I joined the Republican 
party because I hoped to see it successful 
this year, and wanted to do my share in 
working for that success; and I want to see 
the Republican party remain in power be- 
cause I do not want to see the present pros- 
perity of this country interfered with.

Trust-Deed. 


The Federal Grand Jury and Sellers 
of Obscene Literature. 


A Defaulting Treasurer—Doings in the Crimi- 
nal Court—Judgments, Etc. 


A MISCHIEVOUS ATTORNEY. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the 
case of Vander Ohe vs. Kunze, which bore 
rather hard on W. G. Addison, a man who 
claims to be a lawyer here. It seems that, in 
1877, Kunze, desiring to borrow some money, 
was introduced to one W. G. Addison as being a 
“cheap, smart lawyer,” but who proved, as the 
Judge remarked, to bea very expensive one in 
the end. Addison, it was shown from the evi- 
dence, some years ago had been in the employ 
of the Greenebaums, where he got into difficulty 
through embezzling trust funds and 
committing various frauds, so that he 
was indicted, and obliged to leave 
the State. According to the present fashion, 
however, he compromised with the parties he 
had defrauded, came back, and entered on an 
era of reformation. While he was in this transi- 
tion state, the unfortunate Kunze fell in with 
him, and employed him to examine an abstract 
of title. Neither Kunze nor the party from 
whom he borrowed had ever had any transac- 
tions of the kind before, and were, therefore, at 
the mercy of Addison. It was he who drew the 
note for „ and also the trust-deed secur- 
ing it, in which he kindly inserted his 
own name as trustee. He also promised 
to — the trust-deed roco ard 
told Vander Ohe that he could call for it in the 
course of a few weeks. But when the latter 
did call he was coolly informed the deed was 
lost, but he could have a certified copy of it 
from the abstract office. This was finally ac- 
cepted, and also an amda vit of Addison that the 
trust-deed was lost. In February following Ad- 
dison, hard up, concluded to raise e 
money. e trust-deed very opportunely had 
turned up, but it was necessary to also have a 
ure as recited in the trust-deed for 


ments an «application was made to one 
a loan of $500 obtained 
from him, with the note and trust-deed as se- 
curity. But, when Dale tried to get the note

A DEFAULTING TREASURER.

Hand then 
came in by leave of court as a defendant, and 
filed an answer and cross-bili, claiming the trus- 
tee’s sale was void, and asking to have it set 
aside and Sullivan enjoined from executing any 
trustees’ deeds. He also conterided that the 
Bankruptcy Court in Ohio had obtained juris- 
diction of him and all his property and of Sulli- 
van, and the latter could do nothing except by 
leave of Court.

GEN. GRANT. 


The Ex-President Visite the New Kork 
Stock and Produce Exchanges. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 20.—The regular hubbub 


of the Stock Exchange was varied and inten- 
sified this forenoon by a visit to that locality 
by Gen. Grant. Inside the Exchange, which is 
honeycombed with the scaffolding erected by 
the méchanics in making alterations, busie 
ness was going on as usual at half-past 11 
o’clock, when suddenly the advent of the 
expected visitor was announced. The bulls 
and bears forgot their business in a moment, 
and flocked about the presiding’ officer’s ros- 
trum, which the illustrious visitor was seen 
mounting, accompanied by Congressman 
Morton, and escorted by Messrs, Cox, Dil- 
lon, and Smith, of the Reception Committee. 
President Mackay rapped for order, and in- 
troduced the General. More cheers greeted 
Gen. Grant as he stepped forward. He ac- 
knowledged the oration by bowing. 
“Speech,” “Speech,” the bulls and bears 
yelled in one wild chorus, and the General, 
unable to resist the demand, made one of his 
characteristic brief addresses in a low tone 
of voice, audible only to a few gathered di- 
rectly in front of him. He alluded toa 
former visit by saying that but once in his 
life had he the pleasure of visiting the Stock 
Exchange, and, as he did not want to be 
where there was fighting going on, he had 


then determined not to come again, but had 
been prevailed upon by Mr. Smith to make 
this visit. Laughter and yells of delight 
were produced by the General’s allusion 
to fighting, and as he concluded loud ap- 
lause was followed by calls for a speech 
rom Levi P. Morton, who thereupon heartily 
thanked the brokers for their cordial greet- 
ing, and said that he was only thereto join 
them in doing honor to the most illustrious 
citizen of the United States. 

The distinguished visitor then left the 
building, while within it seemed as though 
pandemonium had broken loose, so lustily 
did the brokers cheer and induige in their 
characteristic yells, followed by a pushing 
eager crowd which a squad of ——— had 
difficulty in . back.
